IN MANY way*, the treatment 
of kidney di« ea« e ha« hot changed 
to any great extent in recent years 
excep t for one disorder known as 
p yelonep hritis. 
This is a condition in which 
there is inflammation not only of 
the kidney substance itself, but 
also of the p elvis of the kidney 
where the excretions collect be­ 
fore they p ass into the bladder. 
Either one or both of the kidneys 
may he affected. 
Diagnoai* Fas? 


Fortunately, in the early stage 
of p yelonep hritis, a diagnosis, as 
a rule, is easy. 
The condition starts suddenly 
with fever, p ain on emp tying the 
bladder, and p ain and tenderness 
in the hack over one or both kid­ 
neys. 
An 
examination 
of 
the 
urine will show not only the p res­ 
ence of large numbers of white 
blood cells but also, in most in­ 
stances, of the germs which are 
causing the trouble. 
Once the disease becomes chron­ 
ic. a diagnosis may he more diffi­ 
cult to make. 
In these instances, there may 
be white cells, called p us cells 
when they are found outside of the 
blood stream, p resent in the urine 
at times, while at other times the 
urine may ap p ear fairly normal. 
X-rays of the kidneys may be help ­ 
ful in diagnosing the disorder in 
such cases. 


Tv p e of Treatment 
In treating the early or acute 
stage of p yelonep hritis, according 
to Doctor Hugh Gainsborough of 
I/indon, the typ e of treatment em­ 


p loyed will dep end somewhat on 
the severity of the condition. 
When the disorder starts sud­ 
denly with high fever and much 
toxemia or p oisoning, it is often 
wise merely to p ut the p atient to 
bed. give him large amount* of 
fluids, limit the amount of food, 
and administer some alkaline sub­ 
stance, such as sodium citrate, 
every three to four hours. 
Within three to four days, as a 
rule, the fever and toxemia will 
begin to disap p ear. Then a uri­ 
nary antisep tic, or a substance 
which checks the growth of the 
germs, can be used. 
Drugs Used 
The drugs ordinarily emp loyed 
are 
those 
of 
the 
sulfonamide 
group , or mandelic acid, dep end­ 
ing on what kind of germs is p ro­ 
ducing the difficulty. The man­ 
delic acid p rep arations are effec­ 
tive 
against 
Bacillus 
coli 
and 
Strep tococcus faecalis. Stap hylo­ 
coccus aureus infections are usu­ 
ally treated with sulfathiazole, 
while any one of the other sulfona­ 
mide drugs can be u?ed in infec­ 
tions p roduced by other typ es of 
germs. 
Doctor Gainsborough suggests 
the following rules: 
If Bacillus coli only is p resent, 
sulfanilamide 
should 
be 
used. 
When there have been p revious 
attacks and there is infection with 
several typ es of germs, sulfa- 
mezathine or sulfathiazole should 
be used. When the trouble is due 
to 
Strep tococcus 
faecalis, 
the 
mandelic acid p rep arations should 
be emp loyed.

VETERANS' GUI DE

W a s h i n g t o n—In a 
recent 
issue of Yank, five letters were 
p rinted which indicated that N a­ 
tional Service 
Life 
Insurance 
couldn’t 
be obtain« *} 
by 
the 
service men who wrote *he le t­ 
ters, because they couldn’t meet 
insurance 
p hysical 
or 
medical 
requirem ents. Yet the men were 
in service and overseas — p re­ 
sumably in or near combat areas. 
Yank 
commented 
that 
under 
p resent interp retation of the law. 
a man might be considered in bad 
health as 
far as 
insurance 
re­ 
quirem ents go and still be con­ 
sidered 
good combat 
material. 
“This doesn’t m ake sens<\” Yank 
continued. “Yank, like the w rit­ 
ers of the above letters. 
feels 
that our 
p resent 
insurance 
re ­ 
quirem ents are unfair." 
Just about that time, a Con­ 
gressman came out with an as- 
sertation 
that 
ap p roxim ately 
600.000 service men overseas are 
rep orted to 
have been 
denied 
Government life insurance p oli­ 
cies because 
of 
their 
p hysical 
condition. 
The 
600,006 
figure 
had to be quickly retracted of 
course, because officials had been 
rejected—both 
overseas and in 
this country. Many of these r e ­ 
jection have since been granted 
insurance. 
But a controversy of this kind 
loesn’t concern ex-service p eop le 
too 
much, 
if they 
were 
wise 
enough to ap p ly 
for 
insurance 
when in the service, and have 
had th,” good sense to keep it 
from lap sing since 
they became 
veterans. I only mention the fuss 
to 
show 
that 
th e r” 
is 
still 
scrambling in the service for the 
p rivilege 
of 
buying 
National 
Service Life Insurance. 
And I 
mean p rivilege. 
So, as I tried to get over in my 
last column, keep that insurance 
in force. If you’ve 
let it lap se, 
reinstate it. It will only cost you 
two 
monthly 
p rem ium s—even 
though the insurance has lap sed 
for two or eight or more months. 
Next thing to consider is con­ 


version of the term insurance you 
originally bought to a p erm anent 
p olicy. The general advice g*ven 
by offic.als handling th.s insur­ 
ance is to convert as soon as you 
can reasonably afford to do so. 
You 
have fve 
years 
from the 
time you took out that insurance 
—to 
convert. Very 
p robably a 
Bill now before Congress, 
(HR 
2949) will soon be enacted to ex ­ 
tend 
that five 
y ear p eriod for 
three more years. 
The sooner 
you convert, 
the 
quicker you'll be absorbing two 
advantages 
for 
yourself. 
The 
berm 
p olicy you bought 
in the 
service p rovides 
only 
for 
the 
p aym ent of money to someone in 
case you're bum p ed off. Whoever 
you have named as beneficiary 
will get the money. But there's 
• not a cash-value in a carload of 
; term p olicies. You p ay p rem ium s 
' to keep a term p olicy in effect 
1 so someone will get something if 
you are l.quidated. 
But 
there's 
never any cash value for you. 
Yet when a term p olicy i: 
*— 
verted to a p erm anent one, tne 
new p olicy—after it has been in 
fore one year—starts to build up 
a cash 
value 
for you. 
This 
in­ 
creases with every p rem ium you 
j p ay. 
If you ever need to, you 
can borrow up to 94 p er cent of 
the cash value at any time. Or 
you could even 
surrender 
the 
p olicy and take the cash value— 
though this w ouldn’t be wise. 
The p olicy will also p ay divi­ 
dends. You can collect these in 
cash each year or, if you just de­ 
cide to let them accum ulate to 
your credit, they will in effect 
increase th cash value. The divi- 
iends themselves will also earn 
interst. A second 
advantage 
a 
veteran will gain 
in converting 
as soon as he can will be that the 
p rem ium 
on 
the 
p erm anent 
p olicy will always be lower than 
if he waits two or three years 
before converting. 
If 
he 
waits, 
he p ays more. 
A $ 10,000 tw enty-p ay life p olicy 
will cost a veteran about $ 13,00 
more a year if he converts when 


he is 28 years old than if he con­ 
verts at 25. When you convert, 
you'll have a choice of three typ e* 
of 
p erm anent 
p olices. 
If 
you 
don t know about these. I'll

to give you an idea in my next 
article.
